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Coloring and Grounding Paper. 





In printing offices, book-binderies, paper-hang- 
ing factories, &c., large quantities of colored 
paper are used which is generally colored on one 
side only. Formerly these colored papers were 
produced by manual labor, but of late machines 
have been used for applying the color, rubbing 
the same on the paper, drying the paper, and 
then smoothing the same. 

Ferdinand Flinsch, of Offenbach a. M., Ger- 
many, is well known as a manufacturer of ma- 
chines for coloring paper ; and the machine ex- 
hibited at the patent exhibition in Frankfurt a. 
M. gives ample proof of his ability in construct- 
ing and manufacturing machines of this class. 
Into this machine the paper is placed in large 
rolls ; itis then unwound by the machine, col- 
ored, dried, smoothed, pressed, and finally 
wound into a roll. The first machine in which 
the roll of white paper is placed is a coloring 
machine, and the same draws the paper through 
coloring mechanisms, and then takes it over 
a large cylinder, upon which the color is dis- 
tributed on the paper by a series of rotating 
brushes. The moist paper is then conducted 
upon a second machine, which is used for drying 
it. In this second machine the moist paper is 
hung on a series of rods or shafts, and is moved 
backward and forward on the same a greater or 
less length of time until itisdry. This drying 
machine is very interesting, and is different 
from other similar machines inasmuch as chains 
are used to turn the rods, whereas heretofore 
belts or ropes were used, which produced irregu- 
lar movement, as the ropes or belts contracted 
more or less, and thus some parts of the sheets 
were moved faster than others. These defects 
are avoided by the use of the chains. The 
paper is conducted through the space or room 
several times, and thus a very great length of 
paper can be dried within a very small space. 
After the paper has been dried it is passed to 
the winding machine, which winds it into a very 
solid and firm roll, the edges of which are as 


smooth as if they had been turned off. The | 


fourth machine is an automatic adjuster for the 
rods or shafts on whfich the paper is hung while 
drying. A small steam engine of about one- 
half horse-power is sufficient to drive all of the 
machines.—Der Practische Maschinen-Construc- 


teur. 
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Improvement in Aprons. 








This improvement relates particularly to the 
manner of and means for attaching the apron 
over which the pulp flows in its passage to the 
wire-cloth on which the paper is formed. 

The object of the invention is to more conve- 
niently attach the apron and adjust it to differ- 
ent widths, and to dispense with the use of nails, 
tacks, or other fastening devices, which are 
liable to become detached and work injury to 
the machine. 

Figure 1 is a plan view of the apron and box 
to which it is attached ; Fig. 2, a front view; 
Fig. 3, a side view. 

A designates the chest from which the pulp 
flows over the apron B to the wire-cloth. This 
box, commonly called the ‘‘ shoe,” and the apron 
herein shown are substantially the same as those 
in common use, with the exception of those parts 
by means of which the apron is secured to the 
shoe. Upon the front side of the shoe A, there 
is permanently affixed a metallic bed, a. Over 
this bed is placed an adjustable clamp-plate, ». 
This may be made all in one piece, with slots c 
at suitable intervals at both ends, and the whole 
of it be capable of being raised and lowered. 
Suitable screws pass into the bed, so as to 
clamp the apron B between the bed a and clamp- 
plate b, to hold the middle portion of the apron 
tothe shoe. The slots c are to admit the side 
edges of the apron when they are turned up 
and fastened to the ordinary side slips C C,; by 
means of spring-clamps d, as shown. It is pre- 
ferred, however, to make the plate bin three 
parts hinged together at ff, asshown, so that the 
middle portion of the apron may be perma- 
nently clamped, and only the end portions of 
the plate and apron will require to be-loosened 
when the apron is to be adjusted to different 
widths. The bed a may be made either with or 
without the grooves g, Fig. 3, to receive the 
front edge of the clamp-plate b ; but with the 
groove it will hold the apron somewhat better. 
The side slips, C C, are angle-pieces attached 
to a slotted base-plate, which forms a part of 
the slips, and screws hh pass through the slots 
in the slips and through holes in the clamp- 
plate into the bed a. The side slips also pass 
under brackets k k, having set-screwsmm. The 
slips and the manner of holding them thus far 
described differ from the ordinary construction 
only by the form of the brackets, which allows 


| the shoe by means of tacks or small 
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them to be elevated a little without removing 
them from under the brackets. The side slips 
are provided with additional clamps n n, in the 
form of angie-plates, for the purpose of clamp- 
ing the ends of the rolls inthe apron as rolled 
up upon the sides. These clamps are held in 
place by a bolt and nut, o, and either the side 
slips or the body of the clamps n n may be 
slotted. 

In order to roll up or unroll the edges of the 
apron to adjust it to different widths, the clamps 
n n are loosened by turning the nut 0, the spring 
clamps d d are removed, and the screws h m 
loosened to release the slips and to allow them to 
be elevated a little. The slotted ends of the 
clamp-plate b can then be raised sufficiently to 
place the desired portion of the apron under the 





clamp-plate and to bring the side edges up 
through the proper slots. These screws 
hm are then tightened to hold the side 
slips in place and to bind the apron firm- 
ly tothe bed. The side edges are then 
rolled up and secured to the slips by the 
spring clamps d, and the clamps n are 
forced up against the inner ends of the 
rolled-up portion of the apron, and held 
in place by the nut 0, as shown. It has 
been customary to secure this apron to 


nails. This necessitates so much renail- 
ing that the shoe soon becomes so perfor- 
ated that the nails work loose, and new 
shoes are often required merely because 
they are so punctured as not to properly 
hold the nails. A single nail, when 
loosened and allowed to come upon the 
endless wire-cloth, is often the cause of 
serious damage tothe machine. This. 
invention is said to wholly overcome 
these objections... 
The inventor claims: 1. In a paper- 
making machine, the combination of 
the apron, the shoe, and an adjustable 
clamp-plate. 2. In @ paper-making ma- 
chine, the combination of the shoe, the 
transversely-slotted clamp-plate, and 
mechanism for fastening and unfasten- 
ing the plate upon the’shoe. 3. In a pa- 
per-making machine, the combination of the 
shoe, the clamp-plate having a’solid middle por- 
tion and slotted end portions hinged thereto, the 
side slips, and mechanism for fastening and 
unfastening the end portions and side slips. 
4. In a paper-making machine, the combina- 
tion of the side slips and the adjustable angle- 
plate clamps n n. (259,391.) 
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Fourdrinier Paper Machine. 





The primary object of this invention is to pro- 
vide a machine for the manufacture of a thick, 
soft web, which in the ordinary Fourdrinier 






machine would be subjected to such pressure as | 


to be injured for the purposes for which it is in- 
tended, and a secondary object of the invention 
being to simplify the construction of the ma- 
chine and lessen to a marked degree the wear 
upon the endless wire shake-apron. Usually in 
Fourdrinier machines the web of pulp, after 
leaving the wire shake-apron, is led over a 
vacuum or suction-box, thence over a guide-roll, 
thence deflected downward to and led between 
the ‘“coucher-rolls,” and from these rolls the 
web passes to the “ first felt,” and so on to the 
end of the machine. 

In the preliminary manufacture of the thick, 
soft material, it is found that the pressure upon 
the web between the coucher-rolls is too great, 
and that the suction or vacuum box usually em- 
ployed is not of sufficient capacity to extract 
the water from so thick a material as it is in- 
tended to produce. This invention, therefore, 
discards the coucher-rolls, employing simply an 
idle guide-roll or a suction-box in place of the 
lower one, and in place of the guide-roll hereto- 
fore employed in front of the coucher-rolls a suc- 
tion or vacuum box, which by preference isa 
rotary one, is used to avoid wear upon the 
shake-apron. By dispensing with the coucher- 
rolls a considerabie item of economy is effected 
in avoiding covering them with the felt jacket 
now employed, and the construction of the ma- 
chine is simplified. Moreover, the injury to the 
wire resulting from the crushing action of the 
coucher-rolls is avoided. The drawing repre- 
sents a sectional elevation of a portion of a 
Fourdrinier paper-making machine embodying 


theimprovement, A, being the stuff-vat; B, the 
endless woven-wire ‘‘shake-apron;” C, the 
** breast-roll,” so called—that is, the roll nearest 
the vat A, about which the apron B passes ; a a 
abbb, &c., the various guide-rolls, about which 
the apron travels; and D, the suction or 
vacuum box of a Fourdrinier machine. 

The upper coucher-roll is altogether omitted, 
and in place of the lower coucher-roll there is 
a simple guide-roll, E, while in place of the 


| guide-roll now employed in front of the coucher- 


roll, there is a suction-box (shown at F). This 
suction-box F may be the ordinary stationary 
flat box ; but to lessen the wear upon the shake- 





apron B, it is preferred that this box shall be a 
rotary one, as shown. 

Heretofore the woven-wire shake-apron has 
been impelled mainly by the coucher-rolls. As

the coucher-rolls are dispensed with, other means 
must be employed to drive the apron, and the 
breast-roll C is utilized for this purpose by add- 
ing mechanism to rotate this roll. 

By dispensing with the two coucher-rolls and 
the employment in place of them of a simple 
guide-roll, the heavy pressure upon the web of 
pulp universally exerted by the coucher-rolls in 
Fourdrinier machines is avoided and by this 
means a light, thick, and elastic web is pro- 
duced. 

To avoid as far as possible tendency to con- 
solidation and hardening of the web, the inventor 
employs in lieu of the ordinary cylinder dryers,

which have unbroken smooth peripheries and 
dry the web by continuous contact therewith, 
skeleton dryers, which present interrupted or ir- 
regular surfaces to the web to allow of passage 
of air and lessen the extent of bearing-surface be- 
tween the two. Moreover, by dispensing with 
the coucher-rolls the cost of the felt jackets and 
the loss of time in shutting down the machine to 
apply them are avoided—no small items in the 
expense of running a Fourdrinier machine. 

If the suction-boxes D and F donot afford suf- 
ficient draft to remove the water from the web 
of pulp, a third one may be substituted for the 
guide-roll E. In fact, in the manufacture of 
web for certain purposes a suction-box (prefer- 
ably rotary) will be used in place of the roll E. 

The claims cover: 1. Ina Fourdrinier paper 
machine, the combination of the woven-wire 
apron, the guide-roll E, and the suction-box F 
with the stuff-vat A. 2. Ina Fourdrinier paper 
machine, the combination of the woven-wire 
apron, the guide-rol! E, the stuff-vat A, a suc- 
tion-box or boxes properly located to drain the 
web formed upon the apron, and the breast-roll

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Cleaning and Preparing Fibre. 





An English process for cleaning and preparing 
fibrous substances for the manufacture of paper 
consists in cleaning all substances of a fibrous 
nature or containing fibrous matter available 
for the manufacture of paper—such as straw, 
manure, tan waste, cane, beetroot, and the like 
—by passing it through apparatus for first 
washing and cutting the fibre, and then treating 
the same in a steam-jacketed or fire-heated ves- 
sel having a triturating roller therein, the vessel 
being provided with a cover. The process is 
essentially as follows: The straw or other ma- 
terial is shaken by a revolving drum for the 
purpose of equalizing it, and is then spread out 
on a traveling wire table, so as to have one 
layer of the material under treatment at one 
time, or as few layers as possible, 
and to deal with such layers continu- 
ously. Across the traveling wire are 
pipes having fine perforations set at 
different angles above and below the 
wire, through which blasts of steam 
or water are directed against the 
material in all directions, thereby sub- 
jecting it to an action similar to 
rain, but with any required force, so 
as to wash away any adherence, dirt, or 
analogous substance. The traveling 
wire may be worked in conjunction 
with another such wire running in the 
same direction, and the material be 
carried between the wires. A water 
tank is provided below the wire table 
to collect the washings, which may be 
filtered, cleansed or precipitated, and 
the clear liquid used again for washing 
stretching rolls, and at the end of the 
traveling wire upon which the washing 
process is carried out are rollers be- 
tween which the material is delivered 
and pressed, and carried forward for 
the purpose of cutting it continuously 
into the required lengths by means 
of a revolving knife running against 
| a fixed knife-edge. The operation is conducted 
in its own liquor until such liquor has be- 
come sufficiently strong as to admit of [its be- 
ing treated for such constituents of the liquor as 
| are worth recovering ; the back-water returning 
| to keep up the supply of liquor to work the ap- 
| paratus is passed through a filter press, and the 

cakes formed by the insoluble matter in the 

liquor are removed from time to-time. The 
liquor may also be charged with a suitable salt 
or acid to suppress or remove any objectionable 
| fumes arising from the treatment, and at the 





same time precipitate the more valuable part of 
the liquor recovered in the cleaning process. 
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The materials thus cleansed are then brought to 
the boiling engine or digesting triturator, which 
is constructed as follows (subject to modifications 
according to the requirements of the materials 
under treatment) : A casing is fitted with a roll 
or rolls, having equidistant bars or teeth stand- 
ing out therefrom, and working against a suit- 
able bed or reducing plate. A portable cover is 
arranged so as to be raised or lowered over the 
engine, so as to suppress the froth caused by the 
process from overflowing; and an annular space 
or inside jacket is fitted to the inside of the 
engine around its sides. The bottom can also 
be steam-jacketed in the same manner. In some 
instances a steam coil is used instead of a jacket, 
and so constructed that the material may travel 
without impediment in the engine, and having 
sufficient surface to boil or properly treat the 
materials. The effluent steam or hot water can 
be used again economically in another engine, 
and when the material requires gradual treat- 
ment. The material is now strained, knotted or 
screened continuously in the engine, or after it 
has been treated as required for the kind of 
pulp or paper to be made. The solutions em- 
ployed in this operation, whether caustic soda, 
potash or lime, or combinations of the same, 
are introduced into the apparatus in any conve- 


nient manner, the strength of the solutions de- | 
pending upon the nature of the material under 


treatment. The material is then fed in, and 
additional materia! supplemented as fast as it is 
reduced in bulk by the action of the chemical 
agent employed, combined with the physical dis- 
integration produced by the action of the roll 
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and heat, the solution being kept at the boiling 
point from two to three hours—more or less; the 
froth being retained by the cover before referred 
to. The contents are then discharged or run off 
into percolators or washers of any convenient 
form or construction, and after the primary or 
black liquor has been run off, the resultant ma- 
terial is washed in the ordinary manner with 
hot or cold water, or with both intermittently, 
and then bleached and finished by passing 
through a finishing engine—as also in an un- 
bleached state, and proceeded with as relates to 
the chemical “discharging,” “sizing,” and 
**loading” in the ordinary way or otherwise, 
and then manufactured into paper. The in- 
ventors claim that by the joint chemical and 
physical action, without hydrostatic or thermal 
pressure, a pulp is produced of greater strength 
and larger yield, with a smaller amount of 
chemical agent than by any other known process 
of treatment, as the action of the solvent is ac- 
celerated by removing as fast as formed the 
gelatinous coating or surface formed by the mat- 
ters of incrustation and the chemical agent em- 
ployed, thus presenting always a new surface 
without the damaging or deteriorating action of 
hydrostatic or thermal! pressure.

The Yucatan Hemp Trade. 





Yucatan is one of the largest, and also, speak- 
ing comparatively, one of the poorest of the 
twenty-seven states of the Mexican Republic. 
It does not export either silver or gold. Its 
rich coast-lands, where a fine quality of sugar- 
cane is perennial, are scarcely made use of at 
all. Its grain product is not sufficient for the 
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1880 was officially estimated at but 302,000, and 
its landed property was assessed for taxation at 
$2,763,641. And yet this out-of-the-way fraction 
of Mexico has built up for itself a spirited 
trade in henequin, its one important product, 
that already has caused one railroad to be built; 
that is causing at the present time the construc- 
tion of several others; and that rapidly is mak- 
ing the country rich instead of poor. 

Henequin is propagated from cuttings about 
eighteen inches high, which are set in rows ten 
feet asunder and two or three feet from plant to 
plant. The period of cultivation is about six 
years. After this period has passed, the leaves 
may be cut twice a year for twenty years, each 
cutting yielding about fifteen leaves. Prepara- 
tion of the fibre for market is simple and rapid. 
The leaves are cut in the morning ; the fleshy 
part is removed, and the fibre cleaned by a 
wheel which drags or beats them through a nar- 
row opening ; the cleaned fibre is dried for two 
hours in the sun, and is then baled and is ready 
for shipment. 

The essence of the henequin trade is its certain 
and abundant profit. The fibre costs the planter, 
by the time that he has it in the bale, about 
two-thirds of a cent per pound. The freight 
charge per pound by steamer to New York is 
three-quarters of a cent. Adding commissions 
and incidental expenses, the total charge on 
each pound sold is close upon one and a half 
cents, and the selling price per pound is from 
five to seven cents! With profits such as these 
to be had from hemp, it is not surprising that 
the cane culture is neglected, and that wheat 
and corn are imported. 

The effect on the country at large of this 
highly profitable trade has been very marked. 
A spirit of life and activity has been infused 
into the people that strikes the visitor here as 
highly un-Mexican, and to thoughtful minds 
suggests the probability that the proverbial 
** Mexican laziness” is the result of force of cir- 
cumstances rather than of national character ; 
that, the possibility of laboring to a definite end 
being presented, the Mexicans can be safely 
counted upon to work heartily and to good pur- 
pose. Certainly, the material results of the 
hemp trade are abundant. Meridahas grown to 
be a city of upward of 55,000 inhabitants, and 
rapidly is becoming an important railway cen- 
tre. Progreso, the port on the gulf through 
which the greater portion of the trade of the 
country is conducted, has risen from an insig- 
nificant town toa city of 5,000 or 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, and continues steadily to increase in size 
and importance. 

But the most striking result of the henequin 
trade has been the planning and partial comple- 
tion of an effective railway system for the pen- 
insula. The railroads, in turn, have reacted 
potently in aid of the rapid development of the 
country. Where they have come development 
has come, and in the regions which they have 
slighted development has ceased. Thus, before 
the construction of the line between Merida and 
Progreso, the main seaport of the peninsula was 
Sisal; but now the whole foreign trade of the 
peninsula is conducted through Progreso, and 
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Sisal has lapsed into comparative unimport- 
ance, 

The line between Merida and the coast, the 
trunk line of the Yucatan system has the local 
reputation of being the most profitable railroad 
in the world. Probably this local estimate is 
literally true. The road is a remarkable in- 
stance of individual energy. It was built and 
is owned by a single man, Sefior José Renden 
Peniche, of Merida. The actual'cost of construc- 
tion, 28 miles, narrow gauge, was between 
$500,000 and $600,000, of which $375,000 was re- 
turned by the government in a cash subsidy. 
Starting with so small a debt, the mar- 
gin for profit has been pleasantly ample. 
From the carriage of baled henequin alone the 
receipts last year amounted to $90,000, and the 
gross business of the road amounted to about 
$200,000. The incoming freight of general mer- 
chandise is about equal to the outgoing freight 
of hemp. Although two round trips a day are 
made by freight and passenger trains between 
Merida and Progreso, the line is not able to carry 
all the goods offered, and a large quantity of 
henequin still comes down to the coast in carts, 
drawn by mules. To collect this outside business 
another parallel railroad is now in course of con- 
struction. Six miles are completed, laid with 
steel rails, and thirteen miles of grading is ready 
for the metal. It is expected that the line will 
be in operation next year. A government sub- 
sidy of about $10,000 a mile has been granted 
to the builders, and the concession pro- 
vides that the line may be continued on- 
ward beyond Merida to Valladolid, a dis- 
tance of rather more than a hundred miles. 
Another railroad is in process of construction 
from Merida to Pito, passing by the ruins of 
Uxmal, the object of which is to make available 
the sugar lands thereabouts. Of this line, twenty 
miles (to Acanceh) is completed and in opera- 
tion, and is doing a good business in baled hemp. 
Still another road is projected—this to connect 
Merida with Campeachy, and to bring down to 
the coast the hard-wood timber for which the 
Campeachy region is famous. The distance to be 
covered is 120 miles. Work is going on at both 
ends of the track. Ten miles of grading has 
been completed out of Merida, and three miles 
of track have been laid; out of Campeachy eight 
miles of grading is ready for the track, and 
track laying bas begun. 

Its size being considered, together with the 
mileage of track actually constructed or in 
course of construction, the railway development 
of Yucatan now going on is more remarkable 
than that of any other section of the world. 
And the basis of all this enterprising action is a 
trade that nine business men in every ten never 
have heard of. Even the name of henequin 
scarcely is known outside of the trades in which 
it is employed. 

There is a striking parallel between this open- 
ing up of one corner of Mexico and the opening 
up of the whole republic by the establishment 
of railroads which afford an adequate system of 
internal transportation. What has been done 
here in Yucatan by individual enterprise is 
being done in the northern region by the 
Palmer-Sullivan “Mexican National” and the 
other roads now in course of construction. And 
the fact that our little railroad is earning a net 
income of more than 50 per cent. affords a rea- 
sonable ground for believing that still more 
liberal returns will be realized from the impor- 
tant roads of the north. For the energy and 
commercial ability which Mexicans have dis- 
played in founding and enlarging the henequin 
business, point to excellent results when the 
country shall be provided with an adequate rail- 
way service and a fit outlet given to Mexican 
enterprise generally.—Textile Record.

Holyoke Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoke, Maas., August 24, 1882 

There is always more or less talk at this sea- 
son of the year about the prospects of a failure 
in our water-power. People say there must be 
a limit, and ask if the limit is not already 
reached, and if it is safe to sell any more mill- 
sites. Meantime, through all the talk and fears, 
every wheel of all the varied industries in the 
city continues to revolve ; the paper mills, using 
the water twenty-four hours a day, are turning 
out their full product of 150 tons daily, and the 
Water Power Company continues to offer in- 
ducements to new customers. Two years ago 
the Connecticut River reached the lowest point 
which the records, kept for forty years, 
have ever shown. The summer, in the small 
amount of the rainfall about the headwaters of 
the river, was unprecedented, and for the first 
time the power was sometimes less than was de- 
manded. Since then the company has system- 
atized the use of the water so thoroughly, that 
even in the driest times there promises to be 
little difficulty. It was only because the 
Holyoke water-power had been looked upon 
as practically unlimited, tbat the severe 
drought of summer before last made such 
an impression. There power enough 
here to run three times the number of 
mills that we now have, and leave us as well off 
as the places all about us that depend upon 
smaller streams. If there were too many mills 
for the power in dry times, some would have to 
run by steam a few weeks, just as other mills 
elsewhere do if they want to run the year 
round. If the Water Power Company will only 
secure the present mills in their rights, giving 
them the preference when the water is low, it 
can go on selling privileges for a long time. If 
new concerns were guaranteed full power only 
ten months in the year, taking their chances the 
rest of the time, the Holyoke water-power 
would still be the cheapest to be found. It has 
been said in print several times of late, that the 
company has decided to sell no more sites for 
paper mills, but its practice doesn’t coincide 
with that decision. I don’t think the report 
ought to prevent any one from making applica- 
tion, for the company will not be apt to drive 
away many. 

The water, which flowed over the dam ina 
generous stream a week or so ago, is now falling 
again. It will be liable to these fluctuations, 
the local rains in different parts of the valley all 
helping to keep up the supply here. Paper mills 
on the smaller rivers about here are losing some 
time except where supplied with steam. 

The Union Paper Company hopes to have all 
of its improvements completed so as to start up 
soon after September 1. The capacity of the 
mill will be about doubled. . 

D. Ancona, who has been learning paper mak- 
ing at the Winona mill, and has been recently 
employed in the office, expects to sail next week 
for his home in Yucatan. After a visit of six 
months he will return to Holyoke, where he has 
made many friends. 

Superintendent Toole, of the Riverside Paper 
Mill, has had ‘as a visitor for a few days one of 
the crew of the Monitor during her fortunate 
engagement with the rebel Merrimack. 

George R. Dickinson, who is building the new 
engine-sized paper mill here, has retired from 
the paper-stock firm of Dickinson & Mayo, at 
Springfield, in order to give more of his time to 
the mill. The Springfield firm is now A. N. 
Mayo & Co., the new partner being J. D. Dex- 
ter, who has been traveling for the house. Mr. 
Dexter was formerly in the office of the Massa- 
soit Paper Company, and afterward conducted 
for a while a paper-stock business of his own in 
the city. He has plenty of friends here to con- 
gratulate him on his present favorable connec- 
tion. 

Apparatus for a thorough experiment with the 
Edison electric light is being put into the Whit- 
ing Paper Mill No. 2. 

The Parsons Paper Company is adding a new 
boiler to its equipments. 

The Water Power Company has been obliged 
to collect a pretty heavy rent from several of 
of the corporations for surplus water. From 
regular reports of the state of the water up the 
river the company is able to tell how it is going 
to stand here, and so can restrict its use when 
necessary ; that is, the use of the excess of what 
the mills are allowed by their leases. The mill- 
owners have all agreed to the new rules, and it 
is much better that the company should enforce 
them. 

Pierre Escarfait, a young Frenchman of good 
connections, who has worked at the paper busi- 
ness in a Spanish mill, has come to Holyoke to 
learn the American way of making paper. An 
apprenticeship in an American mill is the best 
introduction to a good position at home. 

Lucius Harlow has made great improvement 
in his ruling-machine feeder, and it is now doing 
excellent work. The new parts are much sim- 
pler than the old, considerably decreasing the

EASTERN STATES. 


The New Hampshire Chemical Pulp Company 
Bristol, N. H., has re-organized under the name 
of the New Hampshire Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany. The new company has bought the Mason 
& Wooster Paper Mill for about $10,000, and 
proposes to enlarge the capacity of the same, 
putting in a new wheel and new machinery. 
The company proposes to manufacture the pulp 
made at its pulp mill in Bristol, into wrapping 
paper. 

The Chester Paper Company at Huntington, 
Mass., has shut down for several weeks, and are 
making quite extensive repairs. 

The Mattanawcook Pulp and Paper Manufac- 
turing Company, which bas been organized at 
Lincoln, Me., with a capital stock of $40,000, 
has over half of the capital subscribed. The 
company has negotiated for the purchase of the 
Mattanawcook Mill Company’s water powers, 
mills, dams, &c., at Lincoln, and as soon as the 
stock is all taken will begin operations.

Steam Jackets. 


The writer has on many occasions been struck 
with the misconceptions that exist as to the ob- 
jects to be attained by the jacketing of steam 
engine cylinders. The idea seems to be very 
prevalent that the steam jacket is intended 
merely to reduce the radiation of heat from the 
cylinder, just as a wood or felt jacket does. 
Several instances might be mentioned of large 
mill engines having liners fitted into their cylin- 
ders, and requiring simply the attachment of 
the pipes to steam-jacketthem. The reason that 
this is not done is that the designer says that air 
isa better non conductor than steam, and that 
it would, therefore, be simply throwing money 
away to lead steam into the jackets. The duty 
of steam jackets is, of course, the prevention of 
the formation of water within the cylinder. 
They do this, not merely by preventing the out- 
ward flow of heat from the cylinder, but by caus- 
ing an inward flow from the jacket to the 
cylinder. The presence of water in the cylinder 
may be due to three causes: (1) priming; (2) 
initial condensation ; (3) condensation in doing 
work. Priming we may pass over, as steam 
jackets have nothing to do with its prevention. 
Initial condensation is due to the fact that the 
material of which steam engine cylinders are 
made has a capacity for heat. 

If we could make cylinders of a material 
which would not absorb heat, this important 
source of loss (it is, indeed, the principal objec- 
tion to long expansions) would be avoided. 
Steam at a high temperature enters a cylinder 
and expands, its temperature falls, that of the 


cylinder falling with it, and at the end of the |

initial pressure and increasing the final pressure,

| ed theoretically.” To make the matter of this con- 


densation in doing work quite plain, let us take 
One pound of saturated steam at 
100 pounds absolute pressure has a volume of 
4.37 cubic feet. Its total heat is 1,182 thermal 
units; let it be expanded 10 volumes, doing 
work, the final volume will be 43.7 cubic feet, 
and the corresponding pressure for saturated 
steam is 8.66 pounds, with a total heat of 1,138 
thermal units. The work done during this ex- 
pansion, supposing the back pressure to be equal 
to the final pressure, is 144,000 foot pounds, or 


144000 

77g ~~ 186 thermal units. The steam at the 
commencement of the operation contained 1,182 
thermal units, and if it is to remain as saturated 
steam throughout the expansion it can lose only 
1182-1,1388=44 thermal units, 186-44 — 142 
thermal units are therefore wanting. This heat 
must be supplied either from a steam jacket, or 
by the condensation of a portion of the steam in 
the cylinder. The duty of steam jackets is, 
then, to do away with internal condensation. 
They give up heat to the steam in the cylinder, 
and the condensation which would otherwise 
take place in the cylinder now takes place in the 
jacket, where it does no further harm. It 
will be seen that those jackets which are 
supplied with steam at a lower pressure 
than the initial pressure in the cylinder are 
detrimental to the efficiency of the engine, for 
the jacket, instead of giving up heat to the cyl- 
inder, actually takes heat from it at the most 
important part of the stroke—i. e., the com- 
Again, the plan of supplying the 
cylinder with steam through the jacket is bad, 
for the steam is partially condensed before it en- 
ters the cylinder. This arrangement is, how- 
ever, still rather common. An idea as to the 
quantity of steam required by steam jackets 
may be formed from the following figures: 
Steam at 60 pounds pressure, expanding down 
toa back pressure of 3 pounds, requires in so 
doing that one-fifth the quantity of steam pass- 
ing through the cylinder shall be condensed in 
the jacket. Steam at 150 pounds pressure 
expanding down to 15 pounds back pres- 
sure, requires about one-sixth. These fig- 
ures give the quantity theoretically required 
for the prevention of condensation in doing 
work, and no account is taken of the initial 
condensation. However, in practice, the quan- 
tity of steam used by the jacket is not near so 
great as they indicate. This discrepancy may 
arise from two causes: (1) the effect of the 
cylinder metal as an equalizer of temperature, 
and (2) insufficient time for the transmission of 
the required heat through the cylinder liner. 


In Engineering for April 8, 1881, will be found 
an interesting account of a Corliss-engine trial 
in France. The initial pressure in the cylinder 
may be taken at 75 pounds absolute, and the ex- 
pansion ten volumes. The proportion of steam 
condensed in the jacket was about one-eighth of 
the quantity passing through the engine. The- 
ory would here require about one-eighteenth. 
A trial on the efficiency of steam jackets was 
made on a pair of beam engines at Saltaire. 
They were run for one week with steam in the 
jackets, and another week without steam in 
them. The consumption of coal and water was 
in the first week 72 tons and 51.2 tons respec- 
tively; in the second week 84 tons and 584 tons 
respectively. The condensation of steam in the 
jackets in the first week was 16.85 tons, or about 
one-thirtieth the total quantity passing through 
the cylinders. The initial absoluté pressure was 
50 pounds, and the cut-off by the valves, allow- 
ing for clearance, was such as to give 11.4 ex- 
pansion. Theoretically, these engines would re- 
quire that one-eighth the steam passing through 
the cylinder should be condensed in the jacket; 
but the metal of the cylinder itself seems to 
have played a very important part here as an 
equalizer of temperature, for the initial conden- 
sation seems to be very large, and ths terminal 
pressure is nearly double that due to adiabatic 
expansion. 

The following table shows that the condensa- 
tion in doing work is of comparatively little 
importance in some cases, It is taken froma 
paper by Professor Rankine (Inst. Engineers in 
Scotland, 1862), and refers to experiments made 
in the United States on the steamship Michigan 
(paddle boat), having two 36-inch cylinders, 8- 
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foot stroke. The trials were each of 72 hours

It will be seen that the prevention of initial 
condensation requires that the cylinder liner, 
| cover, and piston should be of a non-absorbing 
and non-conducting substance. On the other 
| hand, the prevention of condensation in doing 
| work (which is, however, of far less importance) 
requires that the cylinder wall should be formed 
of a material great conducting 
power. It is very improbable that we shall 
ever be able to use anything but the metals for 
the cylinder liners ; but there appears to be no 
reason why the surfaces, which are really of 
greatest importance, as far as initial condensa- 
| tion is concerned—the covers and pistons—should 
not be faced up with a layer of some non-ab- 
sorbing substance, (Continental engineers have 
faced the pistons with lead sheathing, on the 
ground that lead has a lower specific heat than 
iron.) As we cannot use a non-absorbing sub- 
stance for the liner, the best thing to do is to 
select the metal that has the highest conducting 
power and the lowest specific heat. Phosphor 
bronze would probably be well suited for this 
purpose, and might be cast very thin. Spe- 
cial care should be taken as to the draining of 

the jacket, as a lodgment of water anywhere in 
| contact with the liner would be extremely in- 
jurious.— Mechanical World.
